FRANCIS MURPHY. 


He Starts Out in Earnest for the Non- 
partisan Party. 


PITTSBURG, Jan. 6.—Francis Muryhy 
has started out in dead earnest for the 
new non-partison temperance party. He 
las completed arrangements for a tem- 
perance revival in Pittsburg during 
February and March. Of his late work 
in Iowa Mr. Murphy said to a reporter 
of the Pittsburg Commercial: 
"I am 
working in Iowa for the non-partisan 
Women's Christian Temperance union, 
and know that I am doing good. I am 
not there talking for or against the state 
prohibition law, but am doing gospel 
temperance work under my own stand- 
ard of moral suasion, 'witii malice to- 
ward none and charity for all,' 
I tell 
the people there that they can't pass a 
law that will prohibit a man from drink- 
ing, and I am asking each man to pass 
a prohibition law of his own, one which 
neither the supreme court or anyone 
else 
can 
affect. 
There, is 
lots 
of 
illegal 
liquor 
drinking 
going 
on in the state, and lots of young men 
are drifting into the habit simply be- 
cause they think their rights as free cit- 
izens are abridged by the prohibition 
[aw, which was passed about five years 
ago. It is this younger class who are to 
be the future statesmen, business men, 
and bulwark of the state that I am es- 
pecially reaching after. I want them to 
see that their reasoning is wrong, and 
have them join the gospel temperance 
band." 


"Where have you been working, Mr. 
Murphy?" 


"I began at Crestón, a town of about, 
8,000 people, where I remained ten 
days and got some 2,500 signers. From 
there I went to Waterloo, where I put 
in a week and got about the same num- 
ber of signatures. The week following 
I spent at Cedar Falls, and got again in 
the neighborhood of 2,500 people to 
join the movement. From there I went 
to Cedar Rapids, where I was last week, 
and obtained over 3,000 signers. I re- 
sume work in Iowa the first Sunday in 
January at Waverly, and from there will 
go to What Cheer and Sioux City. By 
the tiine I finish in the latter city I will 
be able to arrange for my opening in 
Pittsburg."

IS IT RI6HT TO DANCE? 


Pastor Sims Preaches an Interesting 
Sermon on the Subject. 


"Is It 
Right for a Christian to 
Dance?" was the theme of the sermon 
preached by Pastor Sims at the Chris- 
tian church last evening. 


The young divine began by saying 
that nothing could be found in the 
Bible to support the dancing of the 
sexes as practiced by the world to-day. 
The dances mentioned in the scriptures 
were religious dances. They were prac- 
ticed by the sexes separately. They had 
none of the evil features which made 
the dance of to-day so harmful and 
could not be used to support the argu- 
ment that the Bible sanctioned dancing. 


Professed Christians sometimes dance, 
but the very fact that the world points 
their fingers at them and say, "they 
can't be vliy good Christians, for I saw 
them dancing the other night," is an 
argument that even the "gay world" 
looks upon the habit as not a proper one 
for church members. 


Is it wrong to dance? Of course it is 
wrong, he said. It is a waste of timfe. 
It is a waste of money. It is injurious 
to health and unfits one for the duties 
of the day that follow a night of such 
excesses. In the young man it culti- 
vates dandyism and intemperate habits. 
In the young lady it cultivates couquSt- 
tery and flirting and leads to the loss of 
health and virtue. Those who indulge 
in it are led on step by step until their 
womanhood is ruined and their souls 
lost forever. 


These things are trae of the public 
dance, you say, but what harm is there 
in the parlor dance? It is but the 
stepping stone to the greater evil. The 
parlor dance is the devil's recruiting 
station where he educates the young for 
the life of sin that is sure to follow. 


Yes, dancing is wrong, and those who 
indulge in it know it. He did not want 
any dancing members in his church, for 
they cannot be Qhristians and continue 
in the evil practice that leads to the 
ruination of so many of our young men 
and ladies. He placed theatres on the 
same plane, and called them all schools 
of the devil where young people were, 
led astray. 


The reverend gentleman spoke at 
length upon his theme, advancing many 
other strong arguments, and closed with 
an earnest appeal to his audience to re- 
frain from danoing and sin of aU kinds, 
and lead pure, virtuous.

The talk was 
an earnest and instructive one, and was 
followed by a veiy interesting after 
meeting. 


T H E WOOL. SirPPL.Y. 


The Boston Commercial Balletin's 
annual telegraphic canvass of the wool 
supply in the United States shows a 
heavy increase over last year. The de- 
tailed and classified reports from the 
markets and the growers show a total 
supply on dealers'hands of 70,000,000 
pounds of domestic 
and 15,000,000 
pounds foreign, against 50,000,000 do- 
mestic. and 17,000,000 foreign in 1888. 
The New York and Philadelphia stocks 
are less than last year, but Boston shows 
an increase of 11,000,000 pounds of do- 
mestic wool, and most of the smaller 
markets follow the lead of the chief wool 
market of the country. The imports of 
clothing Wool coming from abroad show 
a decline of. nearly 75 per cent.

STATISTICS. 


The December report of the depart- 
ment of agriculture contains a detailed 
statement of the estimate of principal 
cereals by states, including area, product 
and values. The reported area of com, 
78,319,651 acres, represents an increase 
of 
per cent, over the average of 1888. 
The wheat average, 88,123,859 acres, is 
2.1 per cent, greater than the aggregate 
for 1888. 
The revision of acreage gifes 
a smaller area in Ohio, Nebraska, Ore- 
gon and 
Washington, and a larger 
breadth in Kansas and Dakota. 
Dairy 
ing and meat production have for years 
been encroaching on wheat growing on 
the eastern side of the great spring 
wheat belt as former reports have shown. 
Wide fluctuations in breadth of wheat 
in Kansas, Illinois and other states, oc- 
curring from year to year, are tlie result 
of variable meteorological conditions. 
Economic 
considerations, 
especially 
changes in market value, also affect pe- 
culiarly the distribution of wheat. The 
average of oats is placed at 27,462,310 
acres, an increase of less than 2 percent. 


The yield per acre of com is very 
nearly twenly-seven bushels, or one and 
one-tenth bushels less than the product 
of 1879, and is the largest rate of yield 
since 1880. The product as estimated 
is 2,112,802,000 bushels. 
The largest 
yields are west of the Mississippi, Iowa 
tcMng first rank in the aggregate pro- 
duced and yield per acre—349,966,000, 
or 39.5 per acre. 


The yield per acre of wheat is nearly 
12.9 bushels, or one-tentbof a bushel 
greater than the November average of 
yield per acre. The variation from the 
current expectation of ^ the 
last six 
months is not over 1 per cent. The 
total product as estimated is 490,560,000 
fafoshela.

The aggregate of all cereals is about 
8,460,000,000 bushels, or at least 68 
tnuhels per capita. 


INDIANA'S WARDS. 


I ^ m e lAterestlng Facts About t b e 
Feeble-Mlnded ITouth W h o WIU 
Soon Mak^ Tbeir Horneé 
In This City. 


The afiGûrs of the Indiana school for 
feeble-minded youths, excepting a little 
lack of funds and a consequent practice 
of economy, are in very good shape. 
The reports of Supt. John G. Blake 
and the board of trustees, filed with the 
governor Saturday shows them to have 
been such. There are in the institution, 
now, situated in temporary quarters at 
Bichmond, but who will shortly occupy 
a thoroughly equipped and very desira- 
ble building near Fort Wayne, 262 
children. A year ago the school had 
239, and fifty-nine new pupils were 
added during the year. Twenty-two of 
the number had l^en discharged, six 
had died, and eight were absent tempo 
rarily. Of the 260 on roll, 138 were 
boys and 122 were girls. 


The board of trastees take occasion to 
congratulate themselves over the success 
which has so far marked their treatment 
of the feeble minded youths of the state, 
and they cite facts and figures which 
are interesting. 
The building which is 
now being erected near Fort Wayne will 
be a splendid affair. They advertised 
for bids on the 16th of last April, and 
awarded the contract for the entire 
structure with the exception of thè laun- 
dry apparatus and the electric light 
plftnt, to Brooks Bros., of Fort Wayne, 
at S83,121. McGinnis, Smith & Co., of 
Pittsburg, got the contract for putting 
in the laundry apparatus at $1,735, and 
the Jenney Electric Light company of 
Fort Wayne, for putting in the electric 
light plant at $7,200. While the new 
buildings were being erected Ihe old 
quarters at Bichmond had to be put in 
habitable condition, and $8,228.17 has 
been used during the paat year in 
making them so. The sum of $57,437.27 
has already been paid in estimates on 
the new institution. 


More land, the trastees think, ought 
to be secured in addition to the fifty- 
five acres already owned, for the neces- 
sary buildings would occupy a large 
share of the property, leaving but a 
small portion for farming purposes. 
The object of making the strong male 
portion of the children good farm hands 
had been defeated at the old place, be- 
cause the former tenants of the farm 
had let it ' run to rain. Much has al- 
ready been done in the past year to clear 
the property up so as to obtain good re- 
sults. Although the^ maintenance ap- 
propriation for the last year had come 
out a little short, that for the next, 
$72,000, will probably prove sufficient. 
The trustees in closing 
compliment 
Superintendent Blake very highly for 
his management of the school. 


The superintendent gives a very good 
idea of the work being done by the in- 
stitution in his part of the report. Sev- 
er^ changes have been made in the laws 
goveming it and they were proven ben- 
eficial. 
For instance the per capita ap- 
propriation has been increased from $10 
to $15, and it was not necessary to send 
children away at the age of twenty-one 
to the county infirmaries. The mini- 
mum invitation for admission, viz: six 
years has also been removed. 
The last 
appropriation to build was $187,300 and 
with the $50,000 previousfy appropriated 
the sum of $237,300 has been collected 
to erect and thoroughly equip the build- 
ing. The new institution wiU accom- 
modate 500 Qhildren, whereas the old 
one is now overflowing. All the appli- 
cations for admission, which ran up to 
100, could be accepted when the trans- 
fer was made, but not until then. Ac- 
cording to the statistics there were 1,800 
feeble-minded children in the state and 
it could be seen that even tìie^buildings 
at Fort Wayne could not near accommo- 
date them all. 


The school gives especial attention to 
the teaching the inmates useful kinds of 
manual labor. It is found by practical 
experience that the childrc n make sur- 
prising progress. Individuals who have 
been regarded as hopelessly idiotic are 
found in many cases capable of learning 
to perform much useful labor. All the 
stockings, socks and mittens needed in 
the institution are made 1>y the girls, 
and the quality ef the work is superior. 
Comforts and other bed clothes are also 
made and bedsteads, and first-class mat- 
tresses are also manufactured in the 
school. A very handsome steel-gray 
uniform has been made for the boy#, and- 
the clothes are all made in the tailor 
shop of the school.. Some of tbe boys 
are taught to sew and the girls are 
taught to use sewing machines readily. 
During the year more than 4,000 gar- 
ments were made by thé boys and girls.^ 
In the shoe shop one skilled workman is 
employed who is assisted by six of the 
boys. In the year they made 875 pairs 
of new shoes, all tlmt were used in the 
institution, besides mending2,000 pairs. 
In the laundiy and on the farm and in 
the housework the inmates are employed 
inconsiderable numbexs and with en- 
tire success. 


The* superintendent has ad<9ted a 
system of regnlating the pnrohase and 
^tribution dF supplies whioih is loond 
to work with perfect satisfaction. Ko 
steward is employed, Mr. Blake do^g 
all the baying himself. Eveiy momix^ 
the proper officer in ea«^ deparbnei^t 
makes a veqniaitìoii lor 
nippUes 


needed that day. 
These requisitions 
aresomtimsed by the superintendent 
ai)4 O. 
when satisfactory. 
Then 
the books are balanced every night, so 
that the exact amount of the running 
expenses for each day is known before 
the lights lire out. 
The goods, manu- 
factured in tiie school must all go into 
the store room and be checked out in 
the same way. 


While the school is yet new and only 
fairly ready to begin to show results, it 
is already said to be plain that there 
are great ^sibilities of reaching useful 
and humane ends. Children heretofore 
regained as helpless burdens upon the 
commonwealth are found to be capable 
of becoming wholly .or in part self-sup- 
porting, by proper training. 
Epileptics 
and paralytics can be cared for cheaply 
and well, and treated in the best possi- 
ble manner, where the facilities are pro- 
vided exprrasly with that object in view. 
The object which justifies the founding 
of such a school as this is based upon 
principles of sound economy and ho- 
maniiy. 


The death rate has been less than half 


as great as the last year, only six in- 
mates dying. Among the children there 
are sixty-seven confirmed 
epileptics, 
twenty confirmed paralytics and a large 
number afflicted with the scrofula. Dr. 
James F. Hibberd, the school physic- 
ian, reported no contagious diseases. 
The general health was good, one hun- 
dred of the children being treated and 
seven hundred and three prescriptions 
filled.

a prize to some mannfactoi^g estab- 
lishment to locate in this city. 


In conversation this morning with a 
gentleman, who is in a position to know, 
THE SENTINBII reporter learned that such 
a thing would not only be unwise but 
impracticable. If it was done the Wa- 
bash would immediately remove their 
shops from this city. They now fur- 
nish employment to a large number of 
men in the way of repairing locomotives 
—the work on one engine necessitating 
the paying out for labor alone of from 


$1,500 to $2,000. The revoking of the 
grant would mean the loss of this to the 
city. 


It would mean more. 
The Wabash 
now has a lease out giving the occu- 
pancy of a part of the land to a large 
manufactory, which will do the city 
much good in the way of furnishing in- 
creased employment. We also have it 
froili reliable^'authority that the Wabash 
will this year greatly increase the work 
done at its shops in this city and give 
employment to a large number of more 
men. The city cannot afford to snub 
the Wabash road, for they would resent

There are few persons in tne city who 
do not know Prof. H. B. Woolsey, the 
foreman of the rimming department at \ 
the Olds wheel works.

The affairs of the Indiana school for 


feeble-minded youths, excepting a little 
lack of funds and a consequent practice 
of ecouomy, are in very good shape. 
The reports of Supt. John G. Blake 
and the board of trustees, filed with the 
governor Saturday shows them to have 
been such. There are in tho institution, 
now situated in temporary quarters at 
Richmond, but who will shortly occupy 
a thoroughly equipped and very desira- 
ble building near Fort Wayne, 262 
children. A year ago tho school had 
239, and fifty-nine new pupils were 
added during the year. Twenty-two of 
the number had been discharged, six 
had died, and eight were absent tempo- 
rarily. Of tho 260 on roll, 138 were 
boys and 122 were girls. 


The board of trustees take occasion to 


congratulate themselves over the success 
which has so far marked their treatment 
of the feeble minded youths of the state, 
and they cite facts and figures which 
are interesting. 
The building which is 


now being erectt d near Fort Wayne will 
be a splendid affair. They advertised 
for bids on the 16th of last April, and 
awarded the contract for the entire 
structure with the exception of the laun- 
dry apparatus and the electric light 
plftnt.'to Brooks Bros., of Fort Wayne, 
at 883,121. McGinnis, Smith & Co., of 
Pittsburg, got the contract for putting 
in the laundry apparatus at §1,735, and 
the Jenney Electric Light company of 
Fort Wayne, for putting in the electric 
light plant at 87,200. While the new 
buildings were being erected the old 
quarters at Richmond had to be put in 
habitable condition, and §8,228.17 has 
been used during the past year in 
making them so. The sum of 857,437.27 
has already been paid in estimates on 
the new institution. 


More land, the trustees think, ought 


to be secured in addition to the fifty- 
five acres already owned, for the neces- 
sary buildings would occupy a large 
share of the property, leaving but a 
small portion for farming purposes. 
The object of making the strong male 
portion of the children good farm hands 
had been defeated at the old place, be-

The Boston Commercial Bulletin's 


annual telegraphic canvass of the wool 
supply in the Tnited States shows a 
heavy increase over last year. The de- 
tailed and classified reports from the 
markets and the growers show a total 
supply on dealers' hands of 70,000,000 
pounds of 
domestic and 15,000,000 


pounds foreign, against 50,000,000 do- 
mestic and 17,000,000 foreign in 1888. 
The New York and Philadelphia stocks 
are less than last year, but Boston shows 
an increase of 11,000,000 pounds of do- 
mestic wool, and most of the smaller 
markets follow the lead of the chief wool 
market of the country. The imports of 
clothing wool coming from abroad show 
a decline of, nearly 75 per cent.

STATISTICS. 


The December report of the depart- 


ment of agriculture contains a detailed 
statement of the estimate of principal 
cereals by states, including area, product 
and values. The reported area of corn, 
78,319,651 acres, represents an increase 
of 2J per cent, over the average of 1888. 
The wheat average, 38,123,859 acres, is 
2.1 per cent, greater than the aggregate 
for 1888. 
The revision of acreage gifes 


a smaller area in Ohio, Nebraska, Ore- 
gon and Washington, and a larger 
breadth in Kansas and Dakota. 
Dairy- 


ing and meat production have for years 
been encroaching on wheat growing on 
the eastern side of the great spring 
wheat belt as former reports have shown. 
Wide fluctuations in breadth of wheat 
in Kansas, Illinois and other states, oc- 
curring from year to year, are the result 
of variable meteorological conditions. 
Economic 
considerations, 
especially 


changes in market value, also affect pe- 
culiarly tho distribution of wheat. The 
average of oats is placed at 27,462,310 
acres, an increase of less than 2percent. 


The yield per acre of corn is very 


nearly twenty-seven bushels, or one and 
one-tenth bushels less than the product 
of 1879, and is tho largest rate of yield 
since 1880. The product as estimated 
is 2,112,802,000 bushels. 
The largest 


yields are west of the Mississippi, Iowa 
taking first rank in the aggregate pro- 
duced and yield per acre—349,966,000, 
or 39.5 per acre. 


The yield per acre of wheat is nearly 


12.9 bushels, or one-tenth of a bushel 
greater than the November average of 
yield per acre. The variation from the 
current expectation of. the last six 
months is not over 1 per cent.

total product as estimated is 490,560,000 
bushels. 


The product of oats is 751,155,000 


bushels, at the rate of 27,4 bushels per 
acre. 


Tho aggregate of all cereals is about 


3,450,000,000 bushels, or at least 53 
bushels por capita. 


to the county infirmaries. The mini- 
mum invitation for admission, viz: six 
years has also been removed.

The school gives especial attention to 


the teaching the inmates useful kinds of 
manual labor. It is found by practical 
experience that the childn n make sur- 
prising progress. Individuals who have 
been regarded as hopelessly idiotic are 
found in many cases capable of learning 
to perform much useful labor. All the 
stockings, socks and mittens needed in 
the institution are made by the girls, 
and the quality ef the work is superior. 
Comforts and other bed clothes are also 
made and bedsteads, and first-class mat- 
tresses are also manufactured in the 
school. A very handsome steel-gray 
uniform has been made for the boy», and 
the clothes are all made in tho tailor 
shop of tho school. Some of tho boys 
arc taught to sew and the girls are 
taught to use sewing machines readily. 
During the year more than 4,000 gar- 
ments were made by the boys and girls. 
In the shoe shop one skilled workman in 
employed who is assisted by six of the 
boys. In tho year they made 875 pairs 
of new shoes, all that were used in the 
institution, besides mending 2,000 pairs. 
In the laundry and on the farm and in 
the housework the inmates are employed 
in considerable numbers and with en- 
tire success.
